NOTUNDERSTOOD 


Plan

Would Protect Hucks An­ 
other Year. 


SETH 
GORDON 
EXPLAINS 


Proposed Change Would Protect Hun- 
t(TK And l>oew And Tend to Increase 
The Number of Deer. 


There is considerable confusion in 
the minds of deer hunters, sportsmen 
here say, in regard to the announce­ 
ment that the State 
Game 
Commis­ 
sion would approve a change 
in the 
deer law so as to 
protect 
all bucks 
until they 
reach 
the 
two-point or 
prong age. 
The 
idea of 
protecting 
spike bucks did not originate with the 
Game Commission, but instead origin­ 
ated and is requested by sportsmen 
who 
have 
hunted 
deer 
for 
many 
years. 
In speaking 
of the proposed 
change Commissioner 
Seth 
Gordon 
outlines 
five reasons 
for approving 
it. 
Protect Human Life 
In the first place, he says, it w’ould 
protect human 
life, 
does and baby 
bucks. 
“Too 
many 
hunters now 
shoot at large deer taking a chance 
on killing 
a spike 
buck,” he adds. 
Other reasons mentioned are: 
“ Bucks in their second 
year may 
have spikes 
from one 
half inch to 
seven or eight inches 
long, 
usually 
four or six inches. 
Because of this 
fact many sportsmen and scientists 
say a provision fixing the length 
of 
antlers is exceedingly poor law. 
“Scientists who have followed the 
chase many years say we should have 
one huck of desirable breeding age to 
every four or five does; that when the 
number of does is greatly in excess 
of this ration the offspring will rapid­ 
ly degenerate, and especially wit I this 
occur if 
practically all 
protection is 
left to immature males. 
“ Bucks in their third year art* much 
better breeding animals than the year 
previous, as they are more mature, 
weigh 25 to .‘TO pounds more, and have 
trophies w’orth mounting. In one sec­ 
tion where accurate data was collect­ 
ed 
83 j>er cent of the breeding this 
past season fell to spike hucks, as 50 
out of the first OO legal deer killed 
were spikes. 
This same condition is 
rapidly developing in other sections. 
Breeders of domestic stock would not 
think of using immature 
stock ani­ 
mals; w’hy should not the same pre­ 
caution he taken with deer to keep up 
the stamina, size, antlers?
